1. First he voted for the mild reservations.

providing for a separate peace with Germany. 


5. Then he accepted the nomination on

8. Then he endorsed the re-establishment 


of the Hague Tribunal, which showed its fail- 
ure, as expressed by Theodore Roosevelt, be- 
cause it had no power behind it and under 
which the four greatest wars in history took 
'place, 


7. Then he rejected the Hague Tribunal. 
8. Then he offered a "new plan" in the in- 


ternational court of justice, which he learned 
Elihu Root was working out. 


9. Then he rejected" the international 


court of justice when he discovered what ev- 
eryone but hun had known, that it was the Su- 
preme court of the League of Nations.

THE SHANTUNG QUESTION 


S 


OME /oiks seem to see in. thre Shantung sit- 


uation a good and cogent reason why the 


United States should not enter th« League of 
Nations. As a matter of fact, it furnishes not 
even the remotest reason. 


During the war, wh,en the allies delegated 


to Japan the task of taking, over Shantung, 
theretofore under the control of Germany, to 
be policed until the war was over, it was ex- 
pressly agreed and understood that the terri- 
tory -with its 36,000,000 inhabitants was to be 
returned to China, where it properly belongs, 
and where it will eventually gp. Japan was 
merely appointed as custodian of the territory 
during the period of the war. 


At the time all the world understood and 


understands now, or ought to, at least, that: 
Japan must turn it back to China. China was 
not able, during the war, to assume control of 
Shantung. China isn't nearly as much excited 
about it as are a few gentlemen ia this country 
who are trying to make out tof the situation 
campaign thunder against the League of Na- 
tions. If necessary, as :; matter of good faith 
the League will compel the delivery back to 
China of Shantung. But that will not be nec- 
essary.

Section 1. Definitions, — That for the 
purpose of this ordinance:
